‘Teamwork builds houses in Tijuana

TIJUANA — The joint efforts of 45 
University of San Diego students and 
young adults from local parishes resulted 
in three new houses for Tijuana families. 

Although the project is an annual event 
for USD, the April 9-10 task was the first 
time both groups combined muscle and 
money. 

Ken Stonecipher, associate director for 


the diocesan young adult ministry, said, 
“T think it was good for the USD students 
to see young adults out of college getting 
involved.”’ 


“It’s been something that has brought

Located in the border city’s Loma 
Bonita district, a former garbage dump, 
the 20-foot-square structures with 


concrete floors and glass windows were 
constructed in two days. Because the 
group completed the job so quickly, they 
painted the dwellings and attached 
10-foot bunk beds to the walls. 


The families had been living in shacks 
made of lumber scraps and tires.. One 
family of six shared a tent.

Women’s 
pastoral 
released 


First draft seeks 
end to server rule

WASHINGTON — As part of a plea to 
end ‘‘the sin of sexism’’ in the church, the 
first published draft of the U.S. bishops’ 
pastoral letter on women calls for a change 
in church laws which now exclude girls and 
women asaltar servers. 

The 164-page document, released April 
12, says women should participate fully in 
all liturgical ministries and church 
leadership positions that do. not require 
priestly ordination. 

It also asks that a full study of the 
possibility of ordaining women as deacons 
in the Catholic Church ‘‘be undertaken 
and brought tocompletion soon.”’ 

The draft document was released by the 
National Conference of Catholic Bishops in 
Washington after copies of it were mailed to 
all the bishops in early April. The bishops 
will discuss the 30,000-word document at 
their June 24-27 general meeting in 
Collegeville, Minn. 

The pastoral’s drafting committee, 
headed by Bishop Joseph L. Imesch of 
Joliet, Ill., has also asked the bishops to 
conduct consultations within their dioceses 
in 1988 and forward the results to the 
committee. 

Bishop Imesch, in a brief statement 
released with the draft, urged that the draft 
be read “‘in its entirety’’ to avoid forming

SAN DIEGO — Father Rand Reichert, 
chaplain at Mercy Hospital, will present 
the Catholic viewpoint regarding the 
‘‘Humane and Dignified Death Act’’ 
during a panel discussion on the proposed 
initiative April 17, 2:30 p.m., at the First 
Unitarian Church, 4190 Front St. 

Panelists will discuss the religious 
implications of the proposal, which would 
make it legal for a physician to help a 
terminally ill person to end his life. 

The program is sponsored by the 
Hemlock Society of San Diego. Americans 
Against Human Suffering, the political 
action arm of the Hemlock Society, is 
seeking 450,000 signatures of registered 
voters to qualify the initiative for the 
November ballot. 

In a statement issued in February, 
Bishop Leo T. Maher charged the 
Hemlock Society with the ‘‘laundering of 
language to deceive people’’ into thinking 
that by supporting the initiative they would 
be helping to alleviate suffering instead of 
legalizing euthanasia. 

Though people are ‘‘not obliged to use 
extraordinary means’’ to prolong their 
lives, ... what is not permitted is 
euthanasia, the action or omission which 
of itself or by intention causes death in 
order that all suffering may in this way be 
eliminated,’’ Bishop Maher said. 

Joining Father Reichert on the panel will 
be Bob Lehman, retired Unitarian 
minister; Rev. Mimi Lane, director of the 
ministry at Grossmont Hospital; Dr. 
Jordan Detzer, a Methodist minister; and 
Rev. Akio Miyaji of the Buddhist Temple 
of San Diego.

house, said Stonecipher. 

USD students raised over $3,600 
through carwashes and Lenten Sunday 
collections at Founder’s Chapel, 
explained Dan Geiger, USD student 
project coordinator. 

Last year members of Esperanza 
recruited USD. students through the 
university’s Campus Ministry office to 
participate in the project. Esperanza is an 
ecumenical organization which ‘‘seeks to 
match up resources in the U.S. with the 
needs of the poor in Tijuana,’’ explained 
Peter Godefroy, an. Esperanza member. 

Jose Gonzalez, a Mexican lay 
missionary who works with Esperanza 
and the Tijuana community, purchases 
the materials for each residence. He also 
selects the house recipients who cannot 
resell the building and must maintain it, 
explained Mary Ellen Pitard, program 
coordinator for USD’s Campus Ministry 
office. 


Esperanza focuses on enabling people - 


to help themselves and at the same time 
remains sensitive to their dignity, 


Godefroy said, adding most recipient 
families are matriarchal. 

“Tt feels good to know you’ve done 
something for someone else. A home of 
their own gives the people a sense of self- 


esteem. They are so happy and 
overjoyed,’’ said USD student Lucy 
Kanjer. It (the housing project) was 
probably one of the best things I could 
have done. The feeling is indescribable,”’ 
she added. 

The outreach also included distributing 
food and clothing to all Loma Bonita 
residents. These goods were given to 
Virginia Miranda, coordinator of the 
area’s Catholic community and last year’s 


house recipient, Pitard — said. 
The Loma Bonita community 
immediately benefits from the 


experience, but Godefroy said the USD 
and young adult group also benefited. 
““This may be the first time many in the 
group were exposed to the conditions in 
Mexico,’’ he said. 

Geiger agreed, adding, ‘‘I think it is 
important for USD students because so 
often you get caught up in the social and 
academic atmosphere, you forget what is 
really going on in the world around you.”’ 

Stonecipher said the young adult 
leaders were anxious to bring parish 
youth groups to Tijuana to participate in 
similar housing projects. 

Pitard said the Campus Ministry office 
will continue to work with the Loma 
Bonita colonia because of a ‘‘budding 
relationship’’ between the two cultures.

Since that experience, I’ve 
wanted to help women interested in 
natural family planning (NFP),’’ said 
Jennifer Meade, the new director for 
Responsible Parenthood, a Catholic 
Community Services program. 

Meade has been at her new job for one 
month, replacing former director Nancy 
Brown, who resigned earlier this year. 

Meade became involved with NFP in 
1982 through Father Earl Smith, the 
retired former pastor of Guardian Angels 
parish in Santee. Father Smith was 
looking for an NFP instructor for the 
parish and Meade applied for the job, she 
said. 

To qualify for the job, Meade had to 
attend a Responsible Parenthood course, 
pass a national test and intern at CCS 
under Brown, she explained.

Following this, Meade worked as an 
NFP teacher at Guardian Angel parish.

Meade feels it was her previous 
experience and involvement at CCS that 
qualified her for the director’s post. 

Her goals are to “‘carry the program 
forward and try to fit the needs of the 
Catholic community as they arise,’’ she 
said. She does not intend to make any 
unnecessary change in the program 
because ‘‘it runs smoothly the way it is.’’ 

However, she does foresee changing 
the NFP booklet couples receive. ‘‘The 
new booklet will have more space for 
information, the charts will be easier to 
read and additional information about 
NFP and DES, a synthetic hormone, will 
be included,’’ noted Meade.

Jorge Walter-Meade, SVDP

To finance 
this project, he collected donations 
from Tijuana churches and civic 
organizations, Beltran said. 

Mr. Walter-Meade worked with his 
wife, Yolanda, who founded the 
Ladies of Charity, an auxiliary for the 
St. Vincent de Paul Center. The 
couple participated in: various civic 
events for the center, including 
ground-breaking ceremonies and 
fund-raising activities, said Sister Fay 
Hagen, CSJ, moderator of the Ladies 
of Charity. 

Jorge and Yolanda brought 26 
young Tijuana volunteers to serve as 
hosts and hostesses for the fiesta 


preceding the August 1987 dedication 
of the center, according to a SVDP 
spokesman. 

“‘Jorge will be missed because of his 
constant enthusiasm for all the works 
of the St. Vincent de Paul Center since 
day one,’’ Sister Hagan said. 

Mr. Walter-Meade became a 
member of the Mercy Hospital 
Foundation Board of Directors in 
February 1987. He was active on the 
Development Committee and the 
Catheterization Laboratory 
Committee, according to a 
spokesperson at Mercy Hospital. 

Mr. Walter-Meade is survived by 
his wife, five children, his mother, two 
brothers and two sisters who live in 
Mexico. 

A Mass of the Resurrection was 
celebrated April 3 at the Church of the 
Sacred Heart in Tijuana.

Say you saw it in the Southern Cross! 
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Peace and justice 
group rejects 
death penalty views 


On behalf of the Peace and Justice Commission, I wish to 
express disappointment over Father Kress’ column in 
support of capital punishment (Southern Cross, March 18). 
While we recognize that there are those who in good faith 
believe capital punishment to be an essential element of an 
enlightened criminal justice system, we must take issue with 
what we feel is an argument that only detracts from the 
serious dialogue that should attend this important moral 
question. 

Father Kress may discount out of hand the evidence that 
capital punishment is applied unequally (poor, black, and 
southern); however, in their 1985 statement on capital 
punishment, ‘‘A Call to Discipleship,’’ California’s 
Catholic bishops maintained that this was one of the 
inherent problems in the practice of capital punishment. 

While Father Kress is apparently unimpressed with the 
fact that capital punishment might be an act of ‘‘revenge, 
vengeance and retribution,’’ the same document clearly 
states the strict conditions imposed by Catholic social 
teaching on the use of the death penalty: ‘‘(1) that it fulfill 
one or more of the legitimate purposes of punishment 
(reform of the criminal, deterrence, and the restoration of 
the order of justice which has been violated by the action of 
the criminal); and (2) that it be necessary for the fulfillment 
of one or more of those purposes. ”’ - 

Father Kress’ basis for concluding the death penalty does 
not constitute cruel or unusual punishment is that the 
writers of the Constitution did not believe it to be cruel or 
unusual punishemnt. By this reasoning, we would also be 


required to accept the institution of slavery and the 
disenfranchisement of all but a handful of white, propertied 
men — propositions that most of us would find 
unconscionable. 

However, it is his cavalier attitude toward what he refers 
to as the ‘‘so-called Christian arguments’’ against capital 
punishment, contrasted with his own so-called Christian 
argument in support of capital punishment, which most 
astounds us and leads us to question Father Kress’ serious 
engagement in this dialogue. 

While he criticizes the ‘‘seamless garment’’ argument, so 
eloquently put forth by Cardinal Joseph Bernardin, as 
providing no insight or ‘‘reasoning philosophy and 
theology,’’ he provides none himself and, in fact, appears to 
be unaware of the basic principles ofthe argument. Whereas 
the consistent ethic of life approach derives from traditional 
Catholic teaching which always presumes against taking 
life, Father Kress’ bottom-line argument is that unless the 
state (the collective embodiment of our societal values) kills 
the murderer, itis assigning more value to his/her life than to 
that of the murder victim. He reasons that by staying the 
executioner’s hand, we will be acting in a manner that is 
“Snhuman, inhumane and un-Christian.”’ 

We reject such aconclusion. When the state spares the life 
of the murderer, it reaffirms the value and worth of all 
human life, especially that of the murderer’s victim. Jesus 
counseled love, compassion, understanding, forgiveness 
and renewal. If we accept the Gospel message of Jésus, we 
must believe in the possibility of redemption and in the 
sacredness of life, especially in this Easter season when we 
are reminded that he gave his life to redeem us all.

My first pastor, Msgr. Francis Clement Ott, was a 
truly priestly priest and a wonderful gentleman. For 
instance, every time the school bus pulled out, he would 
go to his prie-dieu and pray for a successful and safe trip. 

In politics, he was what we could safely describe as a 
rock-ribbed- Republican. Every ill that ever beset the 
country he blamed personally on FDR. The New Deal 
was the source of all our country’s troubles. He was firmly 
convinced of that. 

But when it came to voting on bond issues, he would be 
militantly in favor of them. He could outspend the most 
ardent New Dealer. Water bonds, sewer bonds, park 
bonds, school bonds and anything that would enhance the 
quality of living in San Diego would find a staunch 
advocate in him. 

Being a brash young voter at the time, from a seminary 
that taught us the high moral value of social issues, it was 
easy to go along with him on this. 

But where will it stop? The politicians love it because 
they do not have to raise the taxes. The people vote them 
in on themselves. It’s only $125 a year for this bond, $138 
for that bond, $42.50 for another, and so on. 

As the late lamented Sen. Everett Dirksen said one day, 
when a million dollars was a lot of money, ‘‘It’s a million 
for this and a million for that, and pretty soon we’re 
talking about real money!”’ 

When I look over the tax bill for my parish, and we 
paid about $2,000 last year, it is a long list, carefully 
itemized. We are exempt from property taxes on that part 
of the property which we use exclusively for religious, 
educational or social purposes. 

We pay property taxes on everything else, plus school 
taxes, special district taxes, bond payment assessments, 
etc. It’s a lengthly list. A few bucks here and a few bucks 
there, and, voila, we see a list of thousands of dollars. 

The same thing is true of sales taxes. A half percent for 


Academy faults 


Pope John Paul II desires that the following report to him by the 
Pontifical Academy of Sciences be conveyed to the people of the 
United States as his contribution to an informed public debate on 
these issues, according to Archbishop Pio Laghi, the apostolic pro- 
nuncio to this country. The report first appeared in the 
L’Osservatore Romano, ‘the Vatican newspaper. 


The academy’s 1984 Report on Nuclear Winter has 
noted that the large-scale use of existing nuclear weapons 
could trigger major and irreversible ecological and genetic 
changes whose limits cannot be predicted, and that a 
‘Nuclear Winter’ would follow even a limited nuclear 
exchange between the superpowers, resulting in the 
destruction of most human, animal, and plant life. 

From Jan. 24 to 27, 1985, 27 eminent scientists met in 
Vatican City under the auspices of the Pontifical 
Academy of Sciences to consider nuclear anti-ballistic 
missile defense systems. 

When our Academy turned its attention to space- 
oriented defenses against nuclear weapons the following 
year, our scientists spoke out with renewed urgency and 
issued this additional warning: 

We have concluded that it would be impossible for an 
anti-ballistic missile defense system to destroy all of the 
thousands of nuclear warheads that would be launched in 
space. But, even if enough orbiting nuclear-generated 
X-ray lasers, chemical lasers, and kinetic energy- 
generated projectiles could be deployed in space (or 
sufficient pop-up ground-and-sea-based laser generators 
installed on earth), the resultant meltdown of thousands 
of nuclear warheads would rain down enough plutonium 
fallout on earth to destroy all life. 

Even if as few as 100 nuclear explosions were to occur 
in space, enough of the protective ozone layer (10 percent) 
would be destroyed to set in motion an irreversible 
evolution that would destroy all life-support systems on 
earth, leaving the planet a vast desert inhabited only by 
the most sturdy insects. 

Secondly, the entire defense system could be subverted

Bonds, taxes can hurt poor 


roads, then a proposed half percent for jails, and another 
and soon we'll be up to 10 percent, a percentage which 
really hurts the poor and the middle class. It takes a big 
bite out of our buying power. 

This year, the voters in California will be faced with 
state and local bond issues that total between $5 and $6 
billion. We’re talking really big money. 

‘Now, most of these items are important, and this is no 
doubt the cheapest way to finance big ticket items. 

Most people today would never own a car or a home if 
they couldn’t finance them. We can call it a mortgage or 
car payments, but it is the same principle as a bond issue. 
We use someone else’s money now, and repay them, with 
interest, later. 

But where will it end? The bank will not give you a 
mortgage if they think you are overspending your 
income. Have we reached that with our own tax income? 
For no matter what you call the payments, they will show 
up on your property tax bill, carefully differentiated from 
the property taxes imposed by the politicians. 

All I can suggest is that we study these bond issues very 
carefully, to see if we really want to mortgage our future 
for each and everyone of them. 

With the federal budget deficit so astronomical and the 
balance of trade deficit so immense, we may have already 
cut our tax-buying power too much. Bonds may be 
bargains, but sometimes, when we’re short on money, we 
can’t even afford the bargains.

by the construction and deployment of thousands of 
cheap, terrain-hugging nuclear missiles and nuclear 
armed aircraft that fly only a few meters above the surface 
of the earth and sea. Thus, the deployment of this system 
would not only provoke a new nuclear arms race in space, 
but accelerate the great arms race on earth as well. 

We also conclude that the deployment of anti-ballistic 
missile defense systems by any superpower would greatly 
increase the probability of accidental nuclear war. 

If this defense is finally developed and deployed, a 
supercomputer will then have to decide the fate of the 
earth within 55 seconds at the most, i.e., during the 
‘boost stage’ of the enemy’s nuclear missiles. If the 
launched missiles are not destroyed during this time, or 
before they are allowed to scatter-burst their nuclear 
warheads (and millions of decoys), it would certainly 
become scientifically impossible to search out and destroy 
all of the nuclear warheads. 

Such a system, capable of monitoring all enemy launch 
sites and determining the nature of any activity occurring 
there, would be far too complex for human minds, and we 
would be forced to turn the launching decision over to an 
impartial supercomputer which must then decide our 
existence in microseconds. 

We further conclude that the design, development, and 
deployment of anti-ballistic missile defense systems would 
be the most costly and time-consuming single project ever 
undertaken by humankind. Since it is not feasible, it 
would waste trillions of dollars, our greatest scientific 
minds and much of our natural resources, an expenditure 
which cannot be justified when science and our natural 
resources are the only hope we have to feed the starving

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Educators examine schools’ total health

NEW YORK — The 85th annual 
National Catholic Educational 
Association convention examined the 
financial health of Catholic schools, the 
emotional health of their most vulnerable 
students, and the moral health of the 
society they serve. 

Cardinal John J. O’Connor of New 
York, U.S. Education Secretary William 
J. Bennett, New York Mayor Edward 
Koch and CBS News broadcaster Charles 
Osgood addressed the convention on 
moral and church-state issues. The theme 
of the April 4-7 New York gathering was 
“Catholic Education: Gift to the 
Nation.’”’ 

The more than 16,000 convention 
participants attended workshops on how 
to help students face a host of societal 
problems, including AIDS, drugs, 
alcoholism, suicide, unwanted 
pregnancies, divorce and homelessness. 

The Catholic school must be both 
‘‘academically sound and integral in its 
Catholicism’? and Catholic educators 
“cannot give youngsters any less,’’ 
Cardinal O’Connor told the educators in 
his homily during the opening Mass. 

He told them they have ‘‘a grave 
responsibility to teach with the greatest 
possible excellence, but teach as 
Catholics’’ under the formal auspices of 
the church. 

The cardinal called it a ‘‘disgrace that 
the government at every level is 
prohibited from supporting our Catholic 
school system,’’ and an even greater 
disgrace that in cases where it may offer 
some financial support ‘‘the price tag is 
that you stop teaching your Catholic 
values.”’ 

It is exactly the values-oriented 
education offered by Catholic schools that 
is desperately needed in the United 
States, Cardinal O’Connor said. 

Bennett told the educators to 
‘‘announce loudly and clearly that you 
are going back into your communities 
and taking the worst cases. ... Give them 
an education. And then, once these kids 
are ready to graduate, ask your.local town 
or community for half the price or two- 
thirds or whatever of what it would have 
cost to educate those kids in a public 
school.”’ 

He said he believes local and state 
governments would be receptive ‘“‘to 
constitutionally sound efforts to pay for 
the education of these students.’’ If not, 
the private sector ‘‘would surely want to 
support such a worthwhile endeavor.’’ 

The education secretary praised 
Catholic schools for frequently excelling

Osgood said the principal contribution 
of Catholic education is its emphasis on 
standards of right and wrong. 

Osgood called for improved academic 
performance in U.S. schools but he 
emphasized moral problems. 

Noting the convention theme, Osgood 
said that although in a sense it was a 
“‘gift’” in saving taxpayers money, the 
more important contribution to the 
nation made by Catholic schools was 
continuing to uphold moral standards. 

“‘Catholic education still keeps the light 
burning,’’ Osgood said. 

Catholic schools in New York are 
highly appreciated by the black 
community for the ethical values they 
impart, Auxiliary Bishop Emerson J. 
Moore of New York said. 

Bishop Moore, one of 12 black U.S. 
bishops, cited a new study which he said 
found ‘‘most black people consider 
church schools one of the most important 
contributions the church has made and

with less funds and fewer resources than 
their public school counterparts. But, 
noting the closing of many schools, he 
said, ‘‘I do not think good Catholic 
schools have been marketing themselves 
as well as they should.”’ 

‘“Let’s face the facts,’’ he said. ‘‘You 
can’t wait around for tax credits or tuition 
vouchers or other forms of new 
government funding.”’ 

Koch, meanwhile, told Catholic 
educators that the city’s corporation 
counsel was considering a new court suit 
on the issue of letting teachers paid by 
federal funds give remedial instruction in 
_parochial schools. 

He called the Supreme Court decision 
requiring that parochial school students 
be sent to a neutral site for the instruction 
“ludicrous, ludicrous.”’ 

Koch ridiculed the idea that sending 
federally pzid teachers into the parochial 
school sys:em to give instruction not 
connected with religion was ‘‘polluting”’ 
the American democratic system.

We feel that we are on the right track 
here.”’ 

Teachers can help prevent child abuse 
and teen suicide, inform about AIDS, 
and help children cope with their parents’ 
divorce, speakers told convention 
workshops. 

Dr. Vincent J. Fontana, New York 
Foundling Hospital medical director, 
called teachers ‘‘the front line of defense’’ 
against child abuse and called on the 
school to be a sanctuary for children. 

“If Catholic school systems can’t find 
the time’’ to help abused children, 
eventually ‘‘the school system will be 
filled with sick, hollow young men and 
women,’” he said. 

Teachers also can recognize teens who 
are considering suicide, Sonya R. Dunn, 
a New Orleans consultant, told her work- 
shop participants. These teen-agers often 
have slipping grades, give away prized 
possessions, and talk about suicide, she 
said. And a percent of people who kill 


themselves have attempted suicide before. 

Mary. Ann Clemens, a_ pastoral 
associate in Northbrook, Ill., urged 
teachers to teach compassion as well as 
facts about AIDS. 

Franciscan Father Bruce Ritter said 
acquired immune deficiency syndrome 
has become widely prevalent among the 
under-21 youth served by his Covenant 
House ministry. 

Father James V. Flosi of Chicago told 
teachers to treat children whose parents 
are divorcing as if they have a

SAN DIEGO — Bishop Leo T. Maher 
called the first draft of the U.S. bishops’ 
pastoral letter on the concerns of women 
‘fa very appropriate pastoral response 
because it speaks of their concerns.’’ 

The 38,500-word document, ‘‘Partners 
in the Mystery of Redemption,’’ released 
April 12, ‘‘vocalizes the concerns of 
women in the church through a dialogue 
with them, and it seems an appropriate 
and proper procedure to follow,’’ Bishop 
Maher said. 

The U.S. bishops’ committee that 
drafted the pastoral letter has asked the 
bishops to conduct consultations within 
their dioceses in 1988 and forward the 
results to the committee. 

Bishop Maher said, ‘‘I will be delighted 
to do that.’’ He added that he hoped the 
committee, chaired by Dr. Kathleen 
Dugan, associate professor of theological 
and religious studies at the University of 
San Diego, would continue the 
consultative process in the diocese. That 
committee provided feedback from 
women of the diocese to the U.S. bishops’ 
committee that devised the first draft. 
‘‘We will again get as much response as 
possible,’” he said. 

Bishop Maher pointed out that he was 
the first bishop to recognize women 
seeking their rightful position in the 
church and society in a pastoral letter he 
issued in the Diocese of San Diego Aug. 
15, 1974, titled ‘‘Women in the New 
World.”’ 

In light of the U.S. bishops’ proposed 
document, Bishop Maher said, ‘‘My 
pastoral letter was prophetic,’’ as his 1974 
letter voiced many of the concerns and 


“ynuch of the theology that is expressed in 


the U.S. bishops’ 1988 proposed pastoral 
and utilized a similar consultative process 
in writing it. 

Bishop Maher’s 5,000-word letter was 


printed twice in the L ’Osservatore Romano, 
the Vatican newspaper and read by Pope 
Paul VI. 


In his 1974 letter Bishop Maher voiced | 


his concern for women being exploited by 


_ the media and denigrated to ‘“‘sex

a concern he said that is also 
expressed by the U.S. bishops. As the first 
draft points out, ‘‘the media continues to 
dehumanize women,’’ Bishop Maher 
said. 


In reference to the bishops’ plea to end 
“the sin of sexism’’ in church and society, 
Bishop Maher said, regarding societal 
sexism, ‘‘We need to accentuate the harm 
pornography does to the image of women. 
It is one of the most important items’’ in 
the pastoral, he said, adding, ‘‘it could be 
accentuated more in the document. 
Pornography dehumanizes woman and 
makes her a victim of man’s passion.”’ 


Regarding church efforts in embracing 
women’s concerns, Bishop Maher said 
quoting from the document, ‘“The church 
is the home for women. In the church 
they serve and find their own 
self-esteem.”’ 


Regarding the bishops’ call for an 
expanded role for women in the church, 
Bishop Maher said, ‘‘We are asking that 
ministry be enlarged to include women as 
teachers, catechists. Though they do this 
already, they don’t receive the title. So we 
are asking that they be solemnly invested as 
ministers of catechesis.’’ 


He said the bishops are also asking ‘‘for 
a solemn investiture of lay women and 
men as directors of liturgical music and as 
lectors (readers of Scripture) and acolytes 
(altar servers,’’) Currently only candidates 
for ordination are installed as lectors and 
acolytes.

In family and social relations it says that 
while secular culture often reduces women 
to sex objects, the church’s teachings on 
marriage and sexuality are a 
“‘countercultural’’ defense of the dignity of 
women “‘in the face of sexual exploitation, 
desertion and violence.’’ 

At the same time, it says, many women 
see church teaching on artificial 
contraception ‘‘not as liberating but as 
oppressive.”’ 

The church needs to do more pastorally 
not only for married couples but for women 
who are single, divorced or widowed and 
for the many women trying to raise families 
as single parents, it says. 

Men, it adds, must ‘‘take seriously their 
responsibility in the realms of sexuality, 
procreation and parenting.”’ 

The working draft was based on 
extensive consultations with national 
Catholic women’s groups and with an 
estimated 75,000 Catholic women who 
participated in diocesan, campus and 
military-base discussions. 

The committee was urged repeatedly not 
to write a pastoral letter ‘‘on women”’ as if 
women were a problem. It dealt with that 
issue by calling the letter ‘‘a pastoral 
response to women’s concerns.”’ It titled 
the letter ‘‘Partners in the Mystery of 
Redemption. ”’ 


The letter, divided into four chapters, 
treats the negative impact of sexism on 
women in four main areas: personhood, 
personal relationships, society, and the 
church. 

Each chapter is divided into four 
sections. The first two are devoted to 
reflecting the views of women on the topic: 
In what ways they feel affirmed as women 
and in what ways they feel alienated or 
discriminated against as women. The third 
part of each chapter reflects on church 
teaching and tradition, and the fourth gives 


the response of the bishops to the concerns 
expressed. 


On women as persons, the draft speaks 
mainly of attitudes that detract from the 
dignity and rights of women. It says: “The 
sin of sexism depersonalizes women. ... It 
dismisses women as unimportant, as mere 
subordinates or appendages. ... Sexism 
breeds an oppressive mentality that divides 
anddestroys.’’ 


The document calls for full, equal 
opportunities for women in business and 
public life. At the same time it urges the 
‘*protection of the special prerogatives of 
women in marriage, family, education and 
society,’’ upholding their specific family 
rolesas wives and mothers. 


The writers say that the bishops ‘‘must 
and do pledge to reject clearly and 
consistently human structures and patterns 
of activity that in any way treat women as of 
lesser worth than men. ... We, therefore, 
regret and confess our individual and 
collective failures to respond to women as 
they deserve.’’ 


Regarding church treatment of women 
as persons, the draft calls for ‘‘a consistent 
policy within the church to acknowledge in 
word and practice the equality of women 
before God and to affirm their an ss.” 


Among its recommendations is ‘‘an 
effective process ofeducation in schoolsand 
seminaries that eliminates any and all 
formsof disrespect and diminishment.’ 


On women in society the draft supports 
“legislation and affirmative action laws 
that assure women equal opportunity and 
treatment and that remove sex 
discrimination.”’ 


It cites in detail the disproportionate 
effects of poverty on women — especially 
on black and Hispanic women — in the 
United States.

LOS ANGELES — Saying ‘‘more time 
is needed to reach more people,’’ 
Archbishop Roger M. Mahony April 5 
called on Congress to extend for one year 
the alien legalization program. The Los 
Angeles archbishop said Immigration and 
“Naturalization Service regulations 
interpreting the 1986 Immigration Reform 
and Control Act are ‘‘far more restrictive”’ 
than the act itself. 

Archbishop Mahony made the 
comments at a congressional ad hoc field 
hearing called by Rep. Howard L. 
Berman, D-Calif. , a member of the House 
Subcommittee on Immigration, Refugees 
and International Law. Attending with 
Berman was Rep. Matthew G. Martinez, 
D-Calif. 

The hearing took place at St. Vincent 
Elementary School in Los Angeles. Under 
terms of the 1986 immigration reform act, 
aliens who have resided illegally in the 
United States since before Jan. 1, 1982, 
must apply for legalized status during a 
one-year period ending May 4. 

Archbishop Mahony recommended the 
application period. be extended to May 
1989 in order to: 

e Allow potentially eligible immigrants 
time to learn of recent policy adjustments, 
modifications and clarifications made by 
INS regarding applicant eligibility. 

® Resolve issues affecting eligibility 
that are in litigation. 

® Give applicants a ‘‘reasonable 
chance’’ to adjust their status by compiling 
documents necessary to prove their 
eligibility and obtaining money to cover 
application fees. 


Father Curran charges 
breach of contract 


WASHINGTON — The Superior 
Court of the District of Columbia April 5 
denied a motion by The Catholic 
University of America to dismiss a suit 
brought by Father Charles E. Curran, a 

“moral theologian seeking to remain a 
professor at the school. 

The university sought to remove Father 
Curran from his department of theology 
post after a 1986 Vatican ruling that he is 
not eligible to teach as a Catholic theologian 
because of his dissent from certain church 
teachings. Father Curran has charged the 
university with breach of contract for 
suspending him from teaching last year. 

Previously confidential papers which 
were disclosed in the civil court fight also 
revealed that the university’s faculty and 
trustees were at loggerheads over whether 
the priest could be removed from his 
current position without first being offered 
a comparable position elsewhere in the 
university. 

The university asked the court to dismiss 
Father Curran’s lawsuit on grounds that 
the dispute was an internal matter ofchurch 
law, outside the jurisdiction of the civil 
courts because of constitutional protections 
of freedom of religion. 


Noriega agrees to 
church-mediated talks 


WASHINGTON — Panama’s 
government, led by military strongman 
Gen. Manuel Antonio Noriega, agreed to 
talks with its political opponents mediated 
by Panamanian Archbishop Marcos G. 
McGrath, after the archbishop had given it 
an April 4 deadline for seeking church help 
in resolving the country’s political and 
economic crisis. 

In an April 5 statement the archdiocese 
said it had the previous day ‘‘received

government of its decision to request

with the opposition.’’ The statement said 
the government had promised to make the 
request formally in a letter. The 
archdiocese had asked for a decision on 
mediated talks in a message to the 
government April 2. 

Panama has been in turmoil over 
Noriega’s de facto rule since last June when 
former defense forces deputy commander 
Col. Roberto Diaz Herrera charged the 
general with rigging the 1984 presidential 
elections and then arranging the 
subsequent ouster of its winner, Nicolas 
Ardito Barletta. 


RCIA English 
translation approved 


WASHINGTON — The English 
translation of the Rite of Christian 
Initiation for Adults, which was approved 
by the U.S. bishops in 1986, has been 
confirmed for use in U.S. dioceses by the 
Vatican Congregation for Divine 
Worship. 

The National Conference of Catholic 
Bishops received approval March 8 for use 
of the translations produced by the 
International Commission on English in 
the Liturgy. The rite, commonly called 
RCIA, is a biblically and liturgically based 
program of catechetical formation and 
reception of adult converts to the faith. 

The release date for publication of the 
approved translation will be July 1, 
according to the bishops’ Committee on the 
Liturgy. The mandatory date of 
implementation by U.S. diocesesis Sept. 1, 
1988. 


Ethiopian fighting 
threatens relief efforts 


WASHINGTON — Increased fighting 
in two Ethiopian provinces poses more of 
a threat to relief operations than the 
government’s order temporarily 
removing foreign aid workers from those 
areas, said a spokeswomen for Catholic 
Relief Services. 

The Ethiopian Catholic Church has 
shown it can work under adverse 
conditions, said Beth Griffin, 
spokeswomen for CRS in New York. But 
she said agency officials fear that if 
fighting in the provinces increases ‘‘the 
number of people at risk of starvation will 
grow beyond the current estimate of 3 
million to a number that will exceed the 
capacity of any relief agency to deal with. 
its? 


Catholic-Baptist 
dialogue encouraged 


WASHINGTON —  Offficial 
conversations between Roman Catholics 
and Southern Baptists must continue 
because ‘‘isolation and division among 
Christians are contrary to the mind of 
Christ, ‘‘ said Nashville Bishop James D. 
Niedergeses. 

The third round of the 10-year-old 
Southern Baptist-Roman Catholic 
Scholars’ Conversations was concluded at 
an early March meeting in New Orleans. 
Information about the meeting was 
released in April by the U.S. Catholic 
Conference in Washington. 

In his homily during a joint worship 
service, Bishop Niedergeses, the Catholic 
episcopal member of the dialgoue team, 
spoke of the need to continue the 
conversations. The bishop said ‘‘our 
dialogue and also those among all groups of 
divided Christians today are an important 
and necessary-activity.”’ 

Atonement Father Thaddeus Horgan, 
associate director of the bishops’ 
Committee on Ecumenical and 
Interreligious Affairs, which cosponsors 
the dialogue, said there had been 
speculation that the conversations were 
“‘doomed’’ becasue of ‘‘tensions within 
both communities.’’ However, he said, the 
participants agreed the conversations 
should continue. 


Cardinal Sin decries 
causes of prostitution 


MANILA, Philippines — Cardinal 
Jaime Sin of Manila has urged Filipino 
Catholics to end prostitution by working to 
change unjust social structures that cause 
it. 

But some Manila prostitutes said they 
were unimpressed by the cardinal’s 
message and recent vows of public officials 
to “‘clean up’’ entertainment dens. 

“‘The injustices embedded in the social 
structures, the poverty of the many, the 
relatively easy money obtained with the 
selling of one’s body — all these are at the 
roots of prostitution,’’ the cardinal saidina 
March 31 pastoral letter. While charging 
the state with being ‘‘responsible for the 
situation,’’ he also directed strong criticism 
against the country’s privileged classes. 
“In a real sense, we are responsible too,”’ 
he said. 

He singled out “‘the employer who gives 
unjustly low salary, the rich who refuse to 
extend the proper help, the unmarried 
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fledged member of the volunteer force. Father Valk is pastor 
of Resurrection Church, in the Archdiocese of Louisville, Ky.

Professors told priests’ 
role is ‘collaborative’ 


NEW YORK — Coadjutor Archbishop 
Thomas J. Murphy of Seattle said in an 
April 4 address to the seminary department 
of the National Catholic Educational 
Association that seminaries must prepare 
priests to work in a ‘‘collaborative’”’ 
manner. ; 

Although priests have the same 
fundamental role as in the past, he said, 
récent years have brought “‘significant 
change”’ in the way they carry out their 
functions in relation ‘‘to bishops, parishes, 
other priests, deacons, lay ministers and 


- especially to women.”’ 


After the address, the archbishop said he 
emphasized relating to women because the 
active involvement of so many highly 
qualified women — religious and lay — in 
parish ministries was a new phenomenon. 

Archbishop Murphy, who was ordained 
in the Archdiocese of Chicago and at one 
time served as rector of its Mundelein 
seminary, is chairman of the bishops’ 
Committee on Priestly Life and Ministry 
and adviser to the bishops’ Committee on 
Priestly Formation. 


Church workers in 
Brazil persecuted 


WASHINGTON — Church workers in 
northwestern Brazil say they are being 
persecuted because they are defending 
Indian land rights against influential 
mining interests with ties to the Brazilian 
military. 

The situation is ‘‘killing our church,”’ 
said Consolata Father John Saffirio, an 
Italian anthropologist who has worked with 
the Yanomamo Indians since 1968. 

Adding to the troubles, the church 
workers say, is a gold boom which has 
brought wildcat prospectors flooding into 
Indian territory. The priest said that the 
prospectors use 1.7 tonsofmercury for each 
ton of gold dust they extract. The mercury 
is polluting the rivers and poisoning the 
fish eaten by the local people, said Father 
Saffirio, who visited the United States, 
CaZda and England to discuss the 
situation. Also, he said, with the influx of 
miners, food is becoming scarce and 
starvation has followed. Three to four 
people die daily of starvation in the mining 
zones, he said.

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‘Debate over 
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in vitro ban 
continues

ROME — The debate among ethicists 
and theologians over the Vatican’s 1987 
declaration that conception of human life in 
the laboratory is immoral is still going 
strong, according to participants in arecent 
Rome conference. 

The debate focuses mainly on the 
church’s ban on the use of in vitro 


e fertilization when itinvolvesonly the sperm — 


and ova ofa stable married couple and there 
isno destruction of embryos, they indicated 
in speeches and comments at an April 5-8 
bioethics congress held at Lateran 
University and sponsored by the 
Redemptorist order’s Alphonsian 
Academy of Moral Theology. 

But some Catholic theologians and 
ethicists consider the subject closed, 
because the Vatican spoke so clearly in the 
Congregation for the Doctrine of the 
Faith’s March 1987 instruction, ‘‘On 
Respect for Human Life’’ (‘‘Donum 
Vitae.’’) 

The arguments of theologians opposed 
to any form of in vitro fertilization ‘‘do not 
convince me or other people,’’ said 
Redemptorist Father Bernard Haring in an 
April 6 interview with National Catholic 
News Service. s 

“However, I am not willing to say with 


, certitude that it is good,’’ he added. ‘‘We 


must be thoughtful about it.”’ 

Father Haring, a West German 
theologian, was scheduled to leave Rome 
this month after 40 years of teaching and 
research at the Alphonsian academy. He 
expressed particular concern about the 
total ban on in vitro fertilization when it 
involves only the reproductive cells of the 
married couple utilizing the process and 
there is no destruction of unusedembryos. 

““‘We must take the warning’’ of the 
doctrinal congregation ‘‘seriously,’’ 
Father Haring said, but it should not be 
made into an ‘‘absolute.”’ 

‘*The final word has not been said’’ on in 
vitro fertilization, argued Dr. John 
Marshall, an ethicist and a professor of 
neurology at the University of London. 

For Marshall, a member of the 
commission appointed by Pope Paul VI to 

«explore the birth control issue prior to the 
drafting of the encyclical ‘‘Humanae 
Vitae’’ (Of Human Life), the Vatican’s 
condemnation of in vitro fertilization 
reveals a fear of the man-made and 
artificial. 

“To make an antithesis between normal 
forms of intercourse on one hand and 
bringing together’ the sperm and the ova 
‘‘in adish is false,’’ he said. 

, (‘There seems to be lurking somewhere 

"in moral theology a fear of artifice’? which 
divides acts into natural and unnatural, he 
said. 

“*There is no debate as far as the church is 
concerned,’’ said Redemptorist Father 


Brian V. Johnstone, a moral theologian 


from The Catholic University of America 
in Washington, D.C. 

The church has judged any form of in 
vitro fertilization unacceptable because it 
disassociates the conception of human life 
from the conjugal act, he said. 

Dr. Edmund Pellegrino, director of the 
Georgetown University’s Kennedy 
Institute of Ethics, called the Vatican 
instruction ‘‘timely’’ and in no way anti- 
science.

masses of a human population that will 
double early in the next century. 

Therefore, we in the Pontifical 
Academy of Sciences have reached the 
following conclusions: 

1) Nuclear anti-ballistic missile defense 
systems could not stop all nuclear 
weapons, but would begin a new arms 
race in space, as well as greatly accelerate 
the one here on earth. 

2) The actual use of such systems, even 
on a very limited scale, would release 
enough nuclear radiation and fallout to 
endanger all life on earth. 

3) Deployment of an _anti-ballistic 
missile defense by the superpowers would 
greatly increase the probability of 
accidental nuclear war. 

4) Development of such systems would 
be a waste of needed trillions of dollars 
and untold amounts of earth’s natural 
resources, both physical and intellectual, 
over the estimated 15 years it would take 
to accomplish this task, assuming that it 
could be done at all. 

In addition, unanticipated further 
dangers arising from the use of these 
defenses cannot be excluded. Further 
study is needed to determine what effect 
thousands of kinetic energy devices, 
particle beams, and X-ray chemical lasers 
will have on the environment, both on

It is just a year since the government of Burundi, in the heart 
of Africa, suppressed all teaching of Christian religion. President 
Bagaza, persecutor of the Church, suspended all catechists. How 
does it feel to be a missionary under these circumstances?

“Like Job during his long days of trial, I have been destitute 
since last April, deprived of everything. There are no catchists; 
there is no place to work because our education centers have 
been closed; and there is no time because pastoral activities are 
allowed only on Saturday afternoon and Sunday.”’ 

What is the answer? Back to basics. Use parents as teachers of 
their children wherever possible. ‘‘The family is the privileged 
place to exercise this prophetic function,’’ he says. ‘‘When 
parents ask for their children to be baptized they must commit 
themselves to educate them in the faith. They must teach in the 


So, with the aid of a central diocesan library of books and 
teaching manuals, and special parental instruction classes, 
parents become teachers and are reminded that the privilege of 
faith also includes responsibility of teaching. 

A final word from Father Avit: ‘‘The only difficulty we are 
encountering is the high cost of books the parents have to buy . .”’
